The First National bank of Brighton, 
III., has originated a plan which will 
tend to keep the boys interested in the 
fatm. This week Cashier Chamberlain 
Accompanied by W. C, Whittaker, will 
£0 to Wisconsin and purchase HfCv head 
of Holstein heifers. The animals will 
be brought to Brighton and placed with 
the farmer boys. Each boy who ap- 
plies will be allowed to tnke one, giving 
his note for $40 which will be secured 
by the signature of the parent. The 
heifers will be bred and it will be the 
contract duty of each boy who takes 
one to care for and keep the animal. 
Kext fall all will be tukun to Brighton 
and put up at auction and sold. The 
difTerence between the selling price and 
$10 will represent the boys profit. It 
is a plan that will not only have the ef- 
fect of encouraging the boys who take 
an interest |n the farm and good stock, 
but it will result in half a hundred One 
blooded animals becoming a part of the 
wealth of that section.

DEATH OF MRS. 

THOS. ARMSTRONG 

OF LOON LAKE 

On Friday morning of last week oc- 
curred the death of Mrs. Thoa. Arm- 
strong of Loon Lake, following an ill- 
ness of about ten days caused first by 
lagrippe which later developed into 
pneumonia coupled with pleurisy. At 
first her condition was not considered 
dangerous and even up until the Wed- 
nesday previous toher death, her recov- 
ery was confidently expected. How- 
ever on Thursday morning she was 
much worse and from that time on fail- 
ed very rapidly. By her death the 
community has lost a good, kind and 
considerate neighb'jr who was ever 
willing to lend a helping hand in time 
of sickness and trouble. 

Sarah Barnard was born in the city 
of Kenosha in the year of 1817. When 
a small child she moved with herpar- 
ents to Salem township where her early 
life was spent. She was united in 
marriage to Thos. Armstrong in the 
year of 1866, and with him moved to 
Loon Lake where the remainder of her 
life was spent. In early life she united 
with the Baptist church and throughout 
her life has clttqg steadfastly to the 
taith. 

Sife was the mother.of four children, 
the eldest of whom Mrs. Chas. Wilton 
passed awoy in December of lost year. 
Those remaining are Sam and Emma of 
Loon Lake and Lyman of Chandler, 
Ariz. She is also survived by two grand- 
children, Mrs. Ruben Turnock and 
Robert Wilton, as well aa one sister 
who resides in Minneapolis. 

The funeral services were held at the 
M. E. church at this place Sunday 
afternoon at two o'clock.

Tuesday's election with its hard 
fouifht battle has come and gone, and 
an ofTicial count of ballots reveals the 
following facts. The entire number of 
votes cast was 888, the ; exact number 
that was cast twoyears ago. The main 
contest was between the wet and dry 
forces and each side, the same aa two 
years ago, made a determined effort to 
rally their' entire strength. In I9U, 
the wets won out by a majority of 36 
votes. This year out of the same num- 
ber cast they were 130 in the lead. An 
exact number of all votes cast in each 
precinct will be found in the following 
table.

Hoof and Mouth Quarantine Lifted 

The long fight against the foot-and- 
mouth disease is over. The Secretary 
of Agriculture has issued an order 
which on March 31 removed all foot and 
mouth quarantmes and restrictions 
against the shipment and movement of 
livestock. The order signed specifical- 
ly removed the quarantine from a small 
territory in Christian county. Illinois, 
the last area which was under suspic- 
ion. Along with the removal of thl» 
local quarantine, the various Federal 
orders restricting shipment of cattle 
are rescinded, so that dealers can now 
ship their cattle aa before the first 
quarantine was imposed. 

Upon notification that the United 
StstPB is free from the diaease^ all 
foreign governments ^hich have placed 
embargoes on American cattle are ex- 
pected to remove these embargoes, bo 
that cattle raisers will then be able to 
resume shipments to these foreign 
countries. 

LOCAL FARMERS 

STAND PAT ON 

MILK QUESTION 

The milk question is now as far form 
settlement as ever although it had been 
confidently expected that a conpromise 
would have been reached ere this. 

Antioch famers are standing pat and 
express this intentien of holding out to 
the finish. This opinion prevails at all of 
the dairy districts. The companies have 
taken an equally determined ^tand. 

The milk shippers at Russell, got 
action In the milk war Tuesday nriorn- 
ing and 35 of them, after a big meet- 
ing, refused to ship a drop of milk to 
Chicago until after they got the associa- 
tion price. Three hundred cans of milk 
were piled up on the platform waiting 
for the Chicago train and after the far- 
mers had vo^ed bv unanimous vote to 
stick to the association price the milk 
was put back on the wagons and taken 
back to the farms. 

The plants at Ridgefield, Marengo, 
Hebron, Atden. Hortland, Craysta] 
Lake, Huntly, Dundee, Algonquin and 
Woodstock are reported closed. 

Six hundred, farmers from 

Huntley, Union, Marengo and Dundee 
riecended on Eligin ut daylight and 
turned back every load of mile that was 
headed for the Borden plant. 

The first milk plant operated by ■ the 
farmers of Lake county started turning 
its machinery Wednesday morning in 
what is known as "the old creamery*' 
near Barington and which will handle 
r>0,000 pounds of milk after being fitted 
with seperators. 

There are many roads picketed hat 
lead to Bowman plants stopping tho 
neutral farmer from shipping.

Patients is an Interesting 

Topic to Some 



TREATMENT OF PATIENTS 



Friend Johnson: 

Since you have considered my two 
previous letters worthy of publication, 
will endeavor to write a third. My ob- 
ject in writing these letters'is, primar- 
ily to convince those afflicted with 
tuberculosis in the county that this 
sanitarium is the proper place for them 
to come. This, in spite of the several^ 
scurulous attacks upon tl^e institution 
by one of the supposed leading county^ 
papers. / 

Perhaps the regular procedure would' 
be to outline the days' /routine which 
we experience, with little variation. 
The successful treatment of T. B. de-" 
pends quite as much Upon regular habits* 
constant application and painstaking 
cleanliness, as upon any tonic or other 
medicine. 

Our day begins cat about seven a. m. 
At about that hour, those of us who 
are able begin our preparations for the 
day. If we are iridispoaed and not able 
to leave our beds, we are cared for by 
the nurses ani attendants, supplied 
with hot water, towels and whatever ta 
necessary foi our use and comfort 

At about seven-thirty, breakfaatia 
served, yit ia brought to us in covered 
dishes, on travs, and always protected* 
from exposure in bad weather, Durinjc 
my half year hire I- have never been 
Seryedwith a cold meal. Breakfast 
coiiaiata of milk,, cream, cereal, toast, 
bacon, eggs or some otber.meats, cotr 
•fee and bread and butter, if desired: 
We do not all receive the same diet or 
the same amount of food. This Is regu- 
lated to suit the patients conditiom 
Some are not allowed coffee or tea, etc 
Nor ia there any waste of food. The 
amount of food placed upon a tray ia 
determined by the patient's condition, 
and *'paat performances." We are 
given the amount which observation 
shows we can eat. 

From birukfast time untjl nine 
o'clock, unle^d otherwise directed^, our 
time is at our own disposal. At nine 
"rest hours" begin and until eleven 
we are either in bed or In a steamer 
chair. During these hours talking, 
reading or physical exercise more than 
is necessary is forbidden. While per- 
missable it is not the general habit, 
-specially during winter months, to 
leave our rest at eleven, The mail 
usually arrives soon after eleven. Din- 
ner is f erved at noon, so we usually re- 
main at rest, being comfortable, until 
near that hour. The meal served at 
noon varies from day to day, but what, 
ever may be served is well cooked and 
wholesome. Besides milk, a raw egg 
is served with this meal. Homemade 
bread, pudding or sauce, the latter usual- 
ly home canned fruit, is served with 
dinner and supper. 

From one to three p. m , are rest 
hours generally lengthened from choice, 
liy all but the most improved patients, 
to 4 or 4:yO. Supper is served about 
5:30. 

The nurse makes frequent visits to 
the porches and cottages. Tempera* 
tures are taken usually about eight a. 
m. and four p. m. These with pulse and 
respiration count, determine the varia<- 
tion in our conduct and diet 

Tuesdays and Fridays each patient, 
if able is required to take a warm bath. 
If not considered equal to the effort he 
is bathed by the nurse. The more im- 
proved end stronger patients take ad- 
vantage of a cold sponge bath each 
morning* 

Friday is loundry day, also a change 
of bed linen and table scarfs, etc., is 
made usually on thot day. 

The closing limit of the day is eight 
in winter and eight-thirty in summer 
unless specially instructed. Few of ua 
remain up until ei^ht A majority, 
customarily find bed a very comfortable 
place and eeven o'clock often flndsus 
laid away 'for the night. . 

The nurse pava us a visit beiween 
supper and bedtime, making careful 
inquiry, as to how wo feel, If anything 
ia wanted, etc. 

But one nurse Is, at present, assign- 
ed to this dopartment She has been 
here nearly a year My experience

BALKED BY MIRAGE^

British Artillery Has Queer Trou- 
ble in Arabia. 



Evolutiona of Troops Are Obscured— 
See Infantry Like Trees Moving 
and Thlni< Them a Trans- 
port Train. 



Sholkh Snnd, Arabia.— The ground 
between the Tigris river and the hills 
was the scone of the battle of Sheikh 
Sand. Tho land fs maliciously and 
fanatically Bterlle. Even tho agoon 
and the kbamoog come to nn end. Qlt 
was over this rutty ground that tho 
tranaimrt wagons bumped and Jolted 
wltli their froight of wounded on the 
evening of January 7. 

It was evening when our ateam*^ 
moored near the battlollold. Wo wein; 
out to moot them as they streamed in 
over the raud-colored flat, and gave 
what aid we could. .Many were walk- 
ing very erect, some of them with the 
stifTnesa oF effort. These were the leas 
serious cases. Tho stretchers and 
transport wagons came in later. One 
was struck with the hardiness and 
stoicism of the British and Indian 
alike. 

"Hog your pardon, sir," says a Brit- 
ish private; "can you tell me where 
tho ambulance Is?" and he deprecates 
the support of my shoulder, though bis 
calf is bandaged and It Is painful for 
him to put his left fool to tho ground. 
"I am all right, sir; It's nothing aerl- 
ous." 

Ho lifts up his shirt and points to u 
puncture In hia stomach. His face la 
bloody and bandaged. 

"It Is nothing," he explains; "took 
oft a bit of my gums." 

He will not rest, but moves on to- 
wards the distant Red Cross flag and 
tho funnels of the steamer on the riv- 
er. Hero at least should be rest, warm 
tea and comforts for his wounds. But 
In Mesopotamia It Is a far cry to tho 
smooth motor ambulances of France, 
the rapid transit to tho hospital, where 
nn hour or two after ho has received 
first aid doctors and nurses aro ready 
with every saving device that science 
can provide. 

Wo have heard tho guns overnight 
and again in the morning as our pad- 
dle Htcamcr with Its attendant light- 
ers forged up stream. The first shell 
disturbed a flight of sand grouse which 
came wheeling across the river In such 
myriads that wo who were waichlng 
from tho roof of tho bridge forgot the 
shells and turned our gluases on the 
birds— a skein of plumage half a mile 
long tying Itself up in loops in the 
most complicated evolutions, the van 
suddenly wheeling around, while the 
rear, an oppoKlto point, then converged 
in a hoop. They were dark at one 
turn, silvery tho next, as the sun 
caught thoir undorwings through the 
black smokn of a monitor. 

The evolutions of our troops on 
land were obscured by the mirage. Wo 
saw Infantry like trees moving, and 
thought them a transport train. Other 
masses, which could he nothing but 
artillery, croaaed the pontoon bridge 
ahead of us from the right hunk to the 
loft. Tl'.o mirage does not affect the 
atmosphere at the liplght of a bursting 
sholl; we could see the shrapnel smoke 
unfolding vwo or three mli'js from the 
bank, and wondered if it were .Turkish 
artillery o^ our own. "Shelling their 
advance pijsts" was thii general ver- 
dict. It vtUB not until later that wfr 
realized that tho v;hole force was at 
grips with tho enemy; and It was not 
until wo moored and met tho converg- 
ing stream coming In from the 
trenchea that we realized Iiuw costly 
the day had been. The guup wo bad 
heard had played but a small p.xrt in 
tho action, lor the mirago had made 
artillery preparation for our advance 
ineffectual, and the hulk of our cnsual- 
tios on both hanks of the stream had 
occurred in frontal attack? ou tho en* 
omy's poultlon. 

As I write we are moving on to at- 
tack a new poaltlon, and it is not the 
moment yet for u detailed account of 
tho action.

I^ndon.— Tho slory of how a little 
girl, found in tlie firing line, was adopt- 
ed by a nrltlMi regiment has been 
told by a soldier back from the front 
to a traveler who relates his experi- 
ences In tho Northampton Daily Echo. 

"About eight months ago," ho said, 
"the company was trudging along for 
tho first linn of trenches when one ot 
the men — his namo was Philip Irapcy 
—found the child in a dltrh by tho 
roadside. No one could go back, and 
the soldiorf took tho girl into tho 
trench and made hor as comfortablo 
a.s poflplble. In a few days she had re- 
covered from the 111 effects of the wet 
anil cxpOfiuro and was running up and 
down tlie trench, the pet of all the ofH- 
cers and men. 

One day a bomb nearly lliUid In part 
of iho trench. When tho men had re- 
covered from tho shock the sergeant 
major asked n man to go and hop that 
tho child was safe. Thfty had left her 
asleep In a snug corner, and there they 
found her, still sleeping. 

"The Gorman trenchna were about 
150 yards off, and tho Icv^l, open space 
bf:twc-on tho two lines wasn't bealthy. 
No man who valued his llfo would go 
there unnores&arlly, or retiklessly put 
his head above tho parapet. One morn- 
ing, to their horror, the men, through 
tho poriscope. .saw tho child standing 
above tho tr*'nch on the German side. 
Cries cauit- from the iMieniy, but thf'y 
were not hostile. Tho aluht of the girl, 
little moro than an Infant, had touched 
their Eeiitlmonial side, and Bho had 
olfcrs of rhocoliitea and Invltatioua to 
go and SCO thorn. « 

"After that the felrl went ovor the 
parapet quitft often. She was an safe 
,ln that danger zone aa if she had beon 
bohlnd the lines. No German would 
harm her, and once she went close up 
to their first line trench." 

Tile eight days' tronrh duty ended, 
the llttlo daugiiter of the company was 
taken buck and was not allowed to gijt 
betwoeu tho lines aguiu. She was 
taken charge of by the company storo- 
keeilf-r, who had children of his own 
and was mightily proud of his skill in 
dressing and undressing the child and 
his strictness about tho morning bath. 
All the men made a fuss of her, and 
pho ot them. The boys In khaki aro 
her playmates and she gops up to 
any Tommy with a smile of complete 
trust. 

A month after sho was found tho 
men thought tliat she ought to have 
a name. Phlllh Impey, who found her. 
wns now d^-.id and tboy gave her his 
surnnnip, with Pliyllis as the nearest 
approach to Philip. After sho had been 
six months with tho company tho ser- 



geant major was wounded and came 
to a hospital In England. Tho girl 
came with him and stayed in the hos- 
pital too, the pet of patients and 
nurses. 

Sho has now been taken by her 
adopted "daddy"— the sergeant major 
— to Bedford, where she will havo a 
woman's care and still bo attached t*" 
the regiment. 

Tho parentage ot tho child and ho\- 
shc camo to bo deserted in the ditclLai 
La I3assee remain an uc solved mys- 
tery. She was too young to know he! 
namo or to give any ncoount of her 
self. There Is a suggestion of terror- 
stricken flight In the fac; that she is 
afraid of a Gorman helmet. Ftir th'j 
khaki and becapped soldier sho has an 
affection, but If a Tommy puts a hol 
met on she shrinks away as In fear.

Have Little Meaning to the Uninitiat- 
ed, But Are Plainly Understood 
by Sailors. 

Strange signa frequently hang from 
flblpa -wblcb puzzlo even dwellers In 
seaport towns to guess tho meaning 
of.

An Ordinance Relating to 

Smoke in the Village of 
Antioch, Lake Co., III. 

Be It Ordained by the President and 
Board of Trustees of the Village of 
Ancioch, Lake County, Illinois. 

Section I. The emission lof denes 
smoke within the village from the 
smoke stack of any locomotive, 
steam roller, steam derrick, steam pile 
driver, tar kettle, or other similar 
machine or contrivance or from the 
smoke stack oi* chimney of any building; 
or prcmiStS excc-pling for a period of 
six minutes in any one hour during 
which the fire box i3 being cleaned out 
or a new fire being built therein is 
hereby declared to be a nuisance* 

Section 2. Any person or persons 
firm or corporation owning, operating or 
in charge or control of any locomotive, 
steam roller, steam derrick, steam pile 
driver, tar kettle or other similar ma- 
chine or contrivance or of any building 
or premises v;ho shall cause or permit 
the emission of dense smoke within the 
VillaKe, from the smoke stack or chim- 
ney or any such locomotive, steam roll- 
er, steam derrick, steam pile driver, 
tar kettle, or other similar machine or 
contrivance, or from the smoke stack 
or chimney or any building or premises 
so owned, controlled or in charge of 
him, her or them, except for u period 
of six minutes, in any one hour, during 
which the lire box ia"'-tieingxleaned'out 
or a new iire beingl built therein, shall 
be deemed guilty of a violation of these 
sections and upon conviction thereof 
shall be fined not less than ten ($10.00) 
dollars nor more than one hundred 
($100) dollars for each ofTense; and 
such emission of dense smoke in viola- 
tion of the provision of this section, 
shall constitute a seperate offense for 
each and every day on which such vio- 
lation shall continue. 

Secftidti 3. Any person, firm or cor- 
poration mentioned in Section Two 
hereof shall be allowed and given a 
period of time extending to June first 
1916, during which to rebuild or equip 
any locomotive, steam roller, steam 
derrick, steam pile driver, tar kettle, 
or other similar machine or contrivance 
or the smoke stack or chimney of any 
building or any premises or any part 
thereof, or any apparatus or plant, in- 
stalled or contained therein, boos to 
enable such person, firm or corporation 
to comply with the provisions of this 
ordinance.

Washington, April 5. — Secretary 
LunBlng iinnouncoU that the statu lie- 
partment has omdal Itnowledge timt 
Holland is mobllizlas trooiia (n addi- 
tion to those which have boon Itept in 
a state of preparedness since the war 
Btartod. 

Olllclals of the state doimrtmont do 
not regard the aiGcting of the iiarlla- 
ment of The Netherhuuls as Impor- 
tant. Olllclals were more concerned 
over the mobilization orders. The uu- 
omelal opinion Is that the excitement 
In Holland is traceable directly to the 
Binking of tho Paleuibang and the 
Tubantla. 

A high foreign diplomat said that 
neither Germany nor Holland woidd 
go to war over the Tubantla and Pa- 
lembang cases. 

Tho Hague, April 5.— Reports that 
the allies have brought pressure to 
bear upon Holland to lake action de- 
rogatory to the coramorclnl interests 
of Germany have caused much uneas- 
iness. 

In an effort to allay this fooling the 
minister of foreign affairs has author- 
ized a statement that Holland's rtMa- 
tions with all foreign powers are fa- 
vorable. 

Holland's reserves of wheat have 
become practically exhausted and 
the government is planning to buv 
100,000 tons extra In the Uniteii 
States.

MARTIAL UW AT WINNIPEG 

Soldiers and Civilians Clash In the 
Streets — News of Trouble Sup- 
pressed, 

"Winnipeg, Man.. April 5.— This city 
Is practically under martial law. follow- 
ing Hots that occurred on Saturday 
when a soldier was arrested in a street 
fight between soldiers and civillana. 
Rioting continued for seven hours. 

Four soldiers and one civilian were 
Beriously hurt and scores of others 
received minor injuries. Soldiers 
tried to rescue their companion after 
tie had been arrested, but wore beaten 
back. 

News of the riot, which occurred 
Saturday night, was suppressed by 
*ho military authorities. 

More than fifty soldiers were ar- 
rested and turned over to military 
authorities. 

NEGRO LYNCHED BY MOB 



London. April 4.— At least sixteen 
persons wore killed and aljoni lUU 
others injured by the explosion of 
bombs dropped iu another raid of Zep- 
pclln dirigible balloons over the north- 
east cousi of England. 

The olllcial version of tho raid on 
Saturday says: 

"Two airsliips approiiched the north- 
east coaat at night. Only one crossed 
the coast. The other turned back. 

"For the present we know Id per- 
sons were killed and about lOr) in- 
jured. 

"Klght dwelling honsos were de- 
molished and a serious (Ire was caused 
In a French polishing shop." 

The olllcial press bureau gave out 
tho following statement dealing with 
the Zeppelin raid ]'>iday night: 

"Tho total casualties reported in tho 
Zeppelin raid on the night of March 
31 now amount to 43 killed and GO In- 
jured. Nearly 200 explosive and tncen 
diary bombs were dropped. 

"A Baptist chapol, three dwelling 
houses and two cottages wore demol- 
ished. A town hall, four dwell- 
ing houses. 35 cottages and a tram car 
shed were partly wrecked., There was 
no military damage. 

"A number of our aeroplanes went 
up to attack the raiders. Lieutenant 
Brandon, n. P. C. rising ii.OOO feet. 
saw a Zeppelin about a.OOO feet ahovo 
him. At 9.000 feet ho got over It and 
attacked, dropping several bombs 
"I-^ter ho got over tho airship again 
and let off two more bombs over her 
nose. His own machino was hli many 
times by machine gun hullots." 

The Zeppelin reported by the admir- 
alty to have fallen Into the sea was 
Lrl5. It was hit by gun lire while over 
the eastern counties with a shell strik- 
ing the upper part of the ship near tho 
tail. 

After being hit it quickly dropped 
to a lower altitude, well down by the 
tail and finally came down into the sea 
off the coast of Kent. 

The captured crew said it was struck 
by a shell near the stern, settled slow- 
ly approaching the coast, and plunged 
suddenly to tho water from a height of 
about 200 fopt.

DR. SACHS KILLS HIMSELF 

Tuberculosis Authority Takes Poison 

After Attacks on Admistratlon of 

Sanitarium Caused Resignation. 

Chicago, April 4.— Dr. Theodore H. 
Sachs, for six years president and 
member of the hoard of directors of 
tho Chicago Municipal Tuberculosis 
sanitarium, committod suicide on Sun- 
day. Ho swallowed a fatal dose or 
morphine and heroin in the Edward 
sanitarium at N'apcrvIIle, Doctor 
Sachs wrote a statement addressed 
"To the People of Chicago," It showed 
his last thoughts to l>e of the Institu- 
tion which he had labored to build U|i 
and of tho controversy aroused by li|.s 
resignation as its head less ihan two 
weeks ago. Ho asked that It bo pro- 
tected by the people for the sick and 
tho poor. 

Doctor Sachs offered his life as his 
dofenso against tho churgos. 



Lewes. Del., April L— The British 
steamer Maioppo put In at this port 
on Thursday with a thrUlIng talo of 
piracy. A German stowaway, armed 
with two revolvers, had come within 
a hair's breadth of capturing singlt- 
handed the vessel and Its cargo of v;ar 
munitions destined for Russia.

4t 
that time, ho shot himself nccldcninl- 
ly wbllo cleaning his shotgun after a 
hunting trip. Part of his heart was 
torn away and the fear that ho never 
would recover his strength na a result 
of his injury. Is said to have been 
ono of tho cauBoa of his Bulcldo. 

Doctor CumralngB swallowed tho 
poison while recovering from Injuries 
sustained recently when ho slashed 
niB wrists with n knifo. Tho Grand 
Haven police assort he previously had 
mado four attempts to end his life. 

Cummlngs registered at the hotel 
aa -n. S. Brown, Detroit" 

He left two letters— one to bla 
widow and tho other to Mr. Sea- 
crovo. In them ho said ho killed him- 
Holf because he "didn't' want to becomo 
a burdon to hia family and tho stale."

Colonel Dodd Swoops Down on Bandits' and Surprises Them as 
They delebrate Massacre— Villa, Crippled, Flees From Scene 
in Carriage— Four Americans Slightly Wounded— General 
Fernandez Slain and Lopez Wounded. 



i 



San Antonio. Tex., April 3.— Villa's 
^orcG, GHtUiiated at BOO, was Goveroly 
ilcfontod at Guerrero March 20 by Col- 
onel Dodd, according to a roiiort from 
ficiieral PeralilnK to General Funston, 
sent on Friday from tlie San Gordnlmo 
ranch. The Villa loss was placed at 
thirty killed and the Americans' at 
four wounded. Among the Villa 
wounded was Gen. Pablo Lopez, who 
led the band lliat murdered aovcntcen 
Americana at Santa Yaabel, and who 
.afterward was erroneously reported as 
Itllled In the nght at Colurabua. Gon. 
ii^liatio Fernandez was among the 
Villa dead. General PerHhlng aald 
thai the Amorlcana captured two ma- 
■chlijc. guns, many horses, rlUca and 
cavp.lry eiiuipnicnt. General Perahlng 
said Villa was carried away In a car- 
riage after the battle, wounded, and 
-with his hip permanently disabled. 
'Villa waa injured during the raid on 
the Carranza garrison at Guerrero, In 
which 172 aoidiora were slaughtered 
by the Viniatas. 

Aviator Located Bandits. 
HiB troopa, chaacd In a running bat- 
tle that extended more than ten miles, 
•disbanded into flying eluatera of 
frightened horaemen in the moun- 
tains, where organized pursuit was 
jio longer practicable. They probably 
■win gather In a remnant of their 
former strength at the hcadquartcra 
down the Santa Maria river, 

American endurance, courage and 
fighting blood never showed to moro 
splendid glory than In thia first and 
decisive engagement of the punitive 
Tvar against Villa, the murderous 
raider. 

I-leutenant Dargue, an army avia- 
tor, defying tho treacherous orosa 
currents of air. sighted tho Vllllataa 
Hi Kan Goronlmo ranch and brought 
word to Colonel Dodd. flfty-llvo miles 
to the north. Hoota and saddlea 
flounded and tho distance waa cov* 
erod at gruelling apoed In leaa than 
fioventeen houra. 

Bandits Caught Napping. 
The fllgnala of tlio Villa guards 
caught tho 500 bandits unprepared. 
They wore celebrating their victory 
over the garrison at Guerrero tho 
day before, when Villa had massacred 
many Carranza aympathlzera and Im- 
prisoned a number of Carranza aoi- 
diora. 

Panic seized the Villa camp. Tho 
leader himself, shouting to Ida men 
to stand and flglit, waa carried into 
ii carriage and whirled off southeaat- 
ward aa his men hastily mounted and 
prepared to hold off tho attack to 
■c-over his flight. 

Doth Villa machine guns opened 
Are. but with poor alnu The American 
*:avalry swept down Into range uf 
<:arbinft fire. The Mexicans broke, 
turned and ran. 

Then began the frenzied fllRlit and 
the dramatic cliase. There wore moro 
than 50<j Villlstas, well armed and 
horsed, and between 2JiO and 300 Amor* 
lean cavalrymen of the Seventh and 
Twelfth regiments. 

Battle for Ten Miles. 
For ten miles the running fight held. 
Thirty of tho Mexicana were toppled 
from their saddles. Gen. Ellsco Fer- 
nandez, with rare courage, led a tern* 
pornry stand, and was shot through 
tho heart. 

I^>poz Jumped into the command. 
This is tho Villa chief who led tho 
raid which brought about the present 
activities. Ho was reported killed at 
Columbus, N. M.. but he was Ihero In 
the flesh, alive and shouting to his 
men to hold until a bullot crashed 
through hia side and he waa lifted on 
n horse and carried along in tho re- 
curring rout. 

The Moxicana were malting for tho 
inpuntaina. 

Off In tho distance through ap- 
proaching nightfall loomed tho low 
rnngo of hills, with many cuts and 
pasBes. where concerted pursuit must 
end. The VilUstaa. aa well mounted 
aa tho Americans, reached tliolr ob- 
jective sanctuary and what waa left 
of them took to the hills and woods, 
scattering like frightened chickens be- 
fore the solid columns of tho advanc- 
ing United States troopers. 

Free Carranza Captives. 
Ueturning to tho deaorted camp a 
number of Carranza prlaonera wcro 
found. They were roleaaed and freed. 
They reported that they were to have 
heen masaacrod at tho climax of tho 
feast of celebration which waa Just 
heglnnlng when tho American troops 
arrived. 

From them valuable and authentic 
Information waa procured regarding 
Villa's condition. That ho fled nlono 
Is certain, being accompanied only by 



his driver and a personal attache. 
That he la disabled la now verified, 
with tho probability that ho Is crip- 
pled for life. 

It ia regarded as likely that ho will 
gather about him a number of the war- 
like Yatpil Indians to the south of San 
Goronlmo, \\\\o have alwaya been 
friendly with him and aeok to Join 
them with what ho can rcasaemble of 
hIa 'soldiery at .a accret headquartora 
fixed In view of a possible disaster 
such aa has Juat fallen upon him. 

The, battle hegun at about six o'clock 
Wednesday evening. Tho olllclal gov- 
eriunent reports fix tho tlmo as "sly 
o'clock." but do not stato whether 
morning or evening. It Is now dell- 
nltely learned that It was Just before 
sundown, as tho Moxlcnns were be- 
ginning their evening feaat. 

Official Report of Fight. 
Waahington, April 3.— General Fun- 
Bton forwarded a dispatch on Friday 
from General Pershing, which Is as 
follows: 

"San Gcronimo Ranch. March 30. — 
Colonel Dodd struck Villa's command, 
consisting of 500 men, at alx o'clock 
March 29 at Guerrero. Villa, wno la 
suffering from a broken leg and lame 
hip, was not present. 

"Number Villa's dead known to bo 
thirty, probably others carried away 
dead. Dodd captured two machine 
guns, a large number of horses, sad- 
dles and arena. 

"Our casualties, four enlisted men 
wounded, none aerloualy. The attack 
waa a surprise, the Villa troops being 
driven In a teu-mllo running fight and 
rctrep,tQd to the mountains northeast 
of the railroad, where thoy separated 
Into small bands. 

"A large number of Carranzlsta pris- 
oners who were being held for execu- 
tion by tho Villa troopa were liberated 
during tho fight. 

"tn order to reach Guerrero Colonel 
Dodd marched fifty-five miles In soven- 
teen houra and carried on tho fight for 
five hours. 

"EUseo Hornandez. who commanded 
Vllitt troopa, was killed in the fight. 
With Villa permanently disabled, Lo- 
pez wounded and Hernandez dead, the 
blow administered la a aorlous one to 
Villa's band. PEUSHING." 

Congre&o Cheers News. 
Washington. April 3. — Tho newa of 
tho result of the first battle fought In 
jMexIco between tho American punitive 
expedition and Villlstas has aroused 
the greatest enthualaam here. Tho suc- 
cess of the expedition Is now consid- 
ered assured. 

General Funston's message from 
Oeneral Pershing giving the dctaila of 
the surprise attack on the outlaws 
near Guerrero was read In the house 
by Republican Loader Mann. Every 
member applauded the report and 
congressional buslnosa was temporar- 
ily abandoned, 

Gon. Hugh L. Scott, chief of atafT of 
tho United States army, sent the fol- 
lowing mcsBago to Gcnoral Funaton at 
San Antonio: 

"The secretary of war desires you to 
convey to General Pershing and Colo- 
Tfel Dodd and command his hearty 
commendation of exploit mentioned in 
your report." 

Cano Is Loyal to Carranza. 
Washington, April 5. — Evidence of 
cooperation by Carranza troops with 
the American forces hunting Villa, ap- 
parently dispoatng finally of nimora 
that Colonel Cano and hia command 
had deserted to Villa, camu to tho war 
department on Monday from General 
Pershing. 

lie reported an engagement on 
March 2D, presumably near Guerrero, 
between Cano'a troopa and one of tho 
hands Into which Colonel Dodd scat- 
tered tho main Villa force. 

As this clash. In which Manuel 
Hoco. loader of the outlawa. Is said to 
have heon killed, occurred on tho samn 
day that Colonel Dodd struck tho Villa 
army, ofilclala were convinced that tho 
Carranza columns were actively co-op- 
erating with tho Americans. 

"This Hceraa to dispose finally of tho 
rumor of disloyalty on tho part of Colo- 
nel Cano," Secretary Baker said In a 
formal statement. 

Tho fact that throe days elapsed 
after tho forty-eight-hour-old report of 
Colonel's Dodd's engagement hoforo 
news camo of tho Cano fight renewed 
hopes that Important suhsequent 
events have not yet boon reported to 
headquarters. 

That some aupplloa and forage for 
tho cavalry, even If oE poor quality, 
wore being obtained "off tho country" 
by Gcnoral Pershing'a forcca was an- 
other encouraging feature of tho latest 
report.

Robins aro very domestic, often 
rearing three broods In a aoason. 

During this month we havo the 
brown thrush, whose song la a rest for 
tho weary.

Again ho la tho last bird to alng at 
sunset. When all tho othera havo put

; GARDEN FOR BUSY WOMAN

Every woman ought to have ff gar- 
den. The change that takes a woman 
out of doora away from the routine 
of housework Is a good one. It afforda 
health, happiness and a positive relict 
to tho overworked muaclea and tired 
brain of tho woman who spends most 
of her day Indoors. There la health 
for both body and hraln In working 
in a garden. 

There are a great many flowers that 
require very little caro and givo won- 
derful' returns for tho llttlo time ex- 
pended. My advice to the woman who 
has not much tirao to give to her gar- 
den is to plant only tho llowers that 
will givo the best result for her limit- 
ed care. 

No lovor of flowers can afford to be 
without a corner for swcot peaa. Thoy 
bloom in wonderful profusion and 
their beauty and fragrance are too well 
known to need comment. Plant as. 
early in tho season as possible, and 
BOW , tho seeds about an inch apart. 
Cover witli about two inches of soil 
and tamp tho soil down firmly. Keep 
tho roots woll covered as they grow, 
as shallow planted sweet peas often 
fall In. hot weather. Provide aome 
brush for them to grow on, water pro- 
fusely and enjoy their beauty. 

Allow a corner for popples. Also 
space for a low china asters, like our 
grandmothers grew. Nothing la eas- 
ier to grow, nothing hlooms moro pro- 
fusely. Few plants are richer in color 
or bloom later In tho season. 

Phlox la a proCuso bloomer and rich 
and varied in coloring. It ia moat ef- 
fectlvo when maasod and tho colors 
kept Boparato. 

Tho glllyfiowor la a fragrant old- 
timer worthy of our attention. This 
Is a late bloomer, llko tho aster. Plant 



Plan Aerial Jlllail Service for Isolated Pointsi 

WASHINGTON. — Aerial mall-aorvIcQ to Isolated polnta in Alaaka and) 
Massachusetts ia contemplated, hy tho post ofilco departnient. Bids woro 
aaked for service on eight routes, seven of t^cm in Alaka. October 1 is 

named as the date for their starting. 
Tho routes will bo oBtabllshed, 
the department announced, as much 
to stimulate development of aviation 
bocauao of Its relation to military pre- 
parcdneaa aa to Improve the mail 
service. The department belleveii 
that efforts already begun to finance 
an aerial patrol of the Atlantic coast 
Indicate ready capital will he found 
for the mall sorvlce undertakings. 

If the service Is auccessful, It la 
announced, a gradual expansion will 
follow tho other routes where transportation ia slow and inadequate. 

Tho MasflachUHotts route ia from New Bedford to Nantucket, 5G miles 
and return, partly by land and partly by water. Trips would he made 13 
times a week during tho aummor months and six times In the winter. An 
aeroplane would havo to ho able to carry a weight limit of 3,000 pounds. The 
preaent coat of tho aervico Is $23,000 a year. 

The Alaaka route forms a connecting link from Seward to Nome, thence 
to Fairbanks and hack to Valdez. Moat of them call for a aervlce twico a 
week throughout th^ year. On some of the routes the cost Is as high as 
$100,000 tt year, and in winter alx weeks ia required to make the trip. Tho 
aeroplane contracts ajlow two days for most of the trtpa. The longest route, 
Valdez to Fairbanks, ia 358 miles. The extreme time limit of six weeks on 
Komo of the routes Is required because mail aometlmea boa to he routed via 
Seattle.

Cut a piece of board 
to fit this opening (E, Fig. 7) for the 
picture holder, and hingo it In place. 
A frame for postcards to slide in 
should be built up ns shown In Fig. 8. 
First nail strips P to board E, then 
tack strips Q to thorn so their edges 
project over atrip P.
